Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the case and/or outer 
shell must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 1 (and claims dependent therefrom) are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter that was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. Specifically, claim 1 was 
amended to recite, "a outer shell having an inside surface" and goes on to recite "a case

enclosing the inner shell." However, the specification and elected species (Figs. 4 and 
5) only disclose an inner shell 2 and a case 7. The original specification/drawings 
disclose no other shell or casing as claimed by the applicant. Moreover, the "wherein 
clause" of applicant's claim 1 provides an explanation of the operation of the device not 
provided by the original specification. 

4. Claim 1 (claims dependent therefrom) are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. Specifically, as noted above, 
claim 1 appears to recite a previously undisclosed element, namely, an "outer shell." It 
was the examiner's understanding that the case 7 constituted the outer shell. Now 
there appears to be 2 outer shells. Moreover, the applicant has failed to provide the 
structural relationship between the new "outer shell" and the remaining elements. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1 and 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Patent No. 5131329 issued to Lips et al. ("Lips"). As the applicant's invention can 
best be understood in view of the 1 12 (1) and (2) rejections above, Lips disclose an 
explosive ammunition projectile, comprising an outer case 2, 3; and, a tungsten or steel 
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(col. 3, II. 58-66) inner shell 4 having square structured zones 7. It can be seen in Fig. 1 
that the outer surface of casing 2 is deviating inwardly to form a nose cone. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 3, 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Lips in view of U. S. Patent No. 5337673 issued to Koontz et al. 
("Koontz"). Lips disclose an explosive ammunition projectile as described above. But, 
Lips does not disclose a fragmentation producing netting embedded in the case as 
claimed in applicant's claims 3 and 5. However, Koontz discloses such a feature. 
Specifically, Koontz discloses a fragmentation warhead 10 including a fragmentation 
netting 14 embedded into a warhead case 12 (col. 2, II. 1-9). At the time of the 
invention, one of ordinary skill in the art would have found it obvious to provide the 
explosive ammunition projectile of Lips with the fragmentation netting of Koontz. The 
suggestion/motivation for doing so would have been to provide a novel and inexpensive 
method of producing controlled fragmentation warheads (col. 2, II. 10-13). 

5. With respect to claim 4, it is well known in the art to construct the outer casing of 
a projectile of plastic (as in US Patent No. 5979332) in place of metal. The 
suggestion/motivation for doing so would have been to make the projectile lightweight.
